Two hundred miners 
were in the mine at the time of 
the explosion, none of whom have 
been able to reach the top yet.

At 3 o’clock this afternoon rescue 
teams were preparing to descend as 
soon as they could get dow’n the 
shaft. 
The machinery will have to 
be repaired before any great prog­ 
ress can be made in rescuing the 
men under ground. 
The cause of 
the explosion is unknown.

Wilkins was convicted F ri­ 
day as the slayer of his wife. Julia 
Wilkins, and was to have been sen­ 
tenced tomorrow* to the death chair 
at Sing Sing. 
Every precaution had 
been taken to prevent him from ac­ 
quiring any implement which might 
aid him in committing suicide. 
The aged physician was still alive 
when cut down by attendants and 
phys icians worked over him for a 
half hour before the death he had 
sought came to him. 
His neck was 
broken. 
The doctor had spont the entire 
afternoon writing his letter of se*f- 
vindication 
and 
two other 
letters 
giving directions for the disposal of 
his body and the car** of several 
pets to which he was greatly a t­ 
tached. 
“ R a t h e r t h a n b o driven across tho 
state of New York by C arm en Plant 
I Nassau county defective) and de­ 
livered up to Sing Sing prison.*' he 
wrote in the first loiter. "I prefer 
to be my own executioner.

To all outward 
appearance

senate of the United States at this 
time is thinking of nothing but the 
treaty of peace and the Teague of 
Nations t a d the political considera­ 
tions therein 
evolved. 
These a p ­ 
pearances are deceptive, for the M o ­ 
t te , and the congress as a whole, 
is giving more quiet thought to do­ 
mestic 
issues 
at 
present 
than

Uppermost among these 
issues is the problem of labor. 
Three events have served to com­ 
pel congress to begin the collection 
of its thoughts on the labor issue. 
They are the 39th annual conven­ 
tion of the American Federation of 
Labor at Atlantic City, the calling 
of a nation-wide strike of com m er­ 
cial 
telegraphers, and 
the general 
strike in Canada. 
Congress feels it does not possess 
the information upon which to deal 
intelligently with the labor problem 
at this tune. 
Except in a very gen­ 
eral way, it does not know what la­ 
bor wants 
J' ig much better in­ 
formed in the 
' thes of organized 
capital. 
Senate. 4 
and 
representa­ 
tives have had their eyes closed to 
the labor problem, hoping that in 
some

itself. 
Members who have made serious in­ 
dividual efforts to understand the 
attitude of labor can be counted on 
the fingers of two hands. 
These men say labor wants some­ 
thing it is not within the power of 
congress to grant by legislative en­ 
actment. 
Labor wants a new status 
in American life. 
It wants respon­ 
sibilities even greaser than those it 
discharged 
during 
the 
war. 
And 
with 
greater 
responsibilities 
it 
wants greater respect. 
Students of labor affairs in con­ 
gress 
are 
unanimous 
in 
asserting 
that labor believed what it was told 
about the coming of a new world 
after the war. 
Its expectations have 
not been fulfilled. 
Day by day. al­ 
most unconsciously, labor is g a th ­ 
ering strength and determination to 
compel their fulfilment. 
Congress 
feels instinctively 
that 
present 
conditions are tending to­ 
ward a show-down between capital 
and labor. 
That is the reason for 
it< d«. ' p interest in 'he telegraphers’ 
strike. 
Is it the beginning of an 
American 
labor 
war? 
Congress 
w*ould like an answer to that ques­ 
tion. 
Men in touch with the whole 
situation say it is not; that the time 
is not ripe for labor to strike with 
full force; but the time will come 
when 
labor will 
throw down 
the 
gauntlet 
unless 
important 
conces­ 
sions are forthcoming in the m ean­ 
time. 
American labor unions never have 
been as strong as they are now. The 
burdens the workers carried during 
the 
war 
have 
brought 
a 
new* 
sen-;-* 
o: 
confidence 
in 
their 
power. 
Their overtime pay during 
the war has fortified them finan­ 
cially for a protracted struggle, if 
open combat is forced. 
The posi­ 
tion of the employer is made diffi­ 
cult by the era of prosperity that is 
in prospect— a prosperity in which 
he cannot share without the 
erat ion of the w*oikers. 
Thq nation that will dominate the 
world in the future, congress be­ 
lieves. will be the nation that is able 
to secure full co-operation of capi­ 
t a 1 and labor, with neither wasting 
its effort on strife. 
Congress can 
not order such cooperation. Uxcept 
by example in the legislation it en­ 
acts, 
congress can 
do 
nothing 
to 
secure the readjustm ent of relations 
between 
employer 
and 
employee! 
thai its foremost thinkers believe 
to be necessary. 
Such senators as Borah, Johnson 
and Kenyon feel that the country 
would not be insured against a la­ 
bor war in the future, even if all 
the 
paternalistic 
labor 
legislation 
that has beer proposed in the two 
houses were enacted into law. Many 
of 
these 
measures are 
important, 
th**y hold, but the most important 
adjustment 
the 
only 
adjustment 
that will give promise of industrial 
peace 
must Ie* made between em ­ 
ployer aud worker. 
The more important labor meas­ 
ures now before congress are bills 
for the enforcement of a national 
eight-hour day; for vocational tra in ­ 
ing and rehabilitation of ihose in­ 
jured in 
industry; 
for setting 
up 
an Industrial Belat ions Commission 
for 
the adjustm ent 
of 
labor 
dis- 
pu'*s; 
tor creation 
of a National 
I/ bor 
Exchange; 
for 
a 
Public 
Works Commission to provide buf­ 
fet 
employ mem 
during periods of 
industrial depression 
and 
for sys­ 
tem s 
of 
unemployment 
insurance, 
health insurance and old age pen­ 
sions. 
In addition, there are many 
measures for .dieting lands to re­ 
turned soldiers and industrial work­ 
ers who wish to go back to the land. 
Not all of thes** bills will be enact­ 
ed this session, or even next session, 
unless the attitude of labor becomes 
more menacing than1 it is at present. 
. 
As Indicating the changing a tti­ 
tude of congress toward the work­ 
ers, 
it 
is significant that no de­ 
mands for repressive legislation to 
deal with radical tendencies followed 
the bomb outrages by the a n arch ­ 
ists 
recently. 
Leaders 
of 
both 
houses said the government had am ­ 
ple 
pow*er under existing statutes 
to deal with any dangerous radical 
activities. 
If a resolution to repeal 
the espionage act were called up be­ 
fore either the house or the senate 
at this time, it is practically certain 
that it would be approved. 
The bomb outrages did call forth 
a demand for the revision of the Im­ 
migration law*s. 
Such revisions as 
have been 
suggested labor is not 
expected in any way to oppose. TNe 
suggestions fall under three heads; 
j — That all immigration be sus- 


co-op- 


ponded for a period of two. four or 
six years; 
2 ~ That all aliens in the United 
States be registered at regular in­ 
tervals for a period of years; 
3- 
That aliens who relinquished 
first naturalization papers to escape 
the draft, and all preachers or advo­ 
cates of the overthrow* of the gov­ 
ernm ent 
by force, be immediately 
deported. 
The government already has pow­ 
er to deport aliens who preach revo­ 
lution by force. 
Opposition to the 
proposal for the suspension of im­ 
migration is expected to come only 
from 
employers 
who 
foresee 
a 
shortage of labor when industry gets 
going at full speed. 
Their influ­ 
ence will 
prob&bl> 
be sufficiently 
strong to prevent its enactment. 
There is some sentiment in both 
houses for taking the administration 
of the imm igration laws out of the 
hands of the departm ent of labor 
and giving it to the departm ent of 
justice, which would be expected to 
pursue a more vigorous policy. 
There is little fear in congress 
that orthodox Bolshevism will gain 
any foothold iii the United States. 
The usual comment is that so long 
as 
Bolshevist 
leaders 
wear 
long 
beards and go by unpronounceable 
names, 
their doctrine 
will 
appeal 
only 
to 
the 
American 
sense 
of 
humor. 
However, there are souie modified 
forms of the Russian doctrine that 
might 
be 
attractive 
to 
American 
workers if they went by a different 
name. 
That is why congress would 
like some additional information on 
the Canadian strike. 
There is some 
apprehension 
that 
the 
“ One 
(Big 
Union” idea, smacking as it does of 
a 
dictatorship 
by 
the 
proletariat, 
may spread to the United 
States. 
The threat of a propaganda invasion 
of 
this country is seen 
by some 
members of congress in the remark 
by

twenty-three 
railway 
lines crossing the b o rd er— and some 
roads.” 
The 
opposition 
to 
the 
Seattle 
plan of twelve industrial unions in­

the failure of the radical 
wing to make ..ny deep impression, 
and 
tho 
favor 
in 
which 
Samuel 
Gompers was held, were the three 
outstanding features of the Ameri­ 
can federation of Labor convention 
most pleasing to the membership of 
congress. 
Some mom hers are warning, how­ 
ever, against banking too strongly 
on the moderation of the proceed­ 
ings on the floor. 
They desire to 
know what went on in the commit­ 
tee rooms before reaching conclu­ 
sions as to the attitude of thq w o rk ­ 
ers. 
Indus-rial unionism, although 
opposed as a general policy, is be­ 
ing attempted ny th>* American F ed­ 
eration 
of Labor, 
they 
point 
out, 
in the steel 
mills 
at 
Pittsburgh. 
The spread of the syteiu to other 
districts 
that 
the 
Federation 
has 
had dufficulty in organizing is prac­ 
tically certain if it meets with suc­ 
cess at Pittsburgh. 
Congress has been impressed by 
two things in the Canadian general 
strike. 
The first is the fact that 
the workers have not confessed a 
lack of confidence in their power 
by resorting to violence. 
The sec­ 
ond is the failure of the Canadian 
government to come forward with a 
constructive policy for meeting the 
situation. 
The failure of the American Fed ­ 
eration of Labor to approve a gen­ 
eral strike on July 4 in behalf of 
Thomas J. Moody is commended by 
members of congress, but it is rec­ 
ognized that, should such a general 
stike be called in the near future, 
the American congress could propose 
no better policy for dealing with it 
than did the Canadian government.

The severity 
of the disease varied 
greatly;

some cases the infection was so se­ 
ver** as practically to destroy the j 
crop.

The wart is believed to have been 
introduced into the United States on | 
potatoes 
imported 
from 
European 
countries, 
where 
the 
disease 
has 
been gradually increasing d u rin g re­ 
cent years. 
W a rt 
is 
considered 
one of 
the 
most 
serious 
of 
potato 
diseases. 1 
The 
parasite 
causing 
ihe 
d is e a s e ’ 
lives in the soil for many years; 
hence 
n fields where potatoes are 
successively 
grown 
the 
disease 
is 
apparently more severe until it be­ 
comes impossible to raise sound po­ 
tatoes. 
The first evidence of the disease 
may 
he 
noticed 
by 
spongy 
o u t­ 
growths appearing more commonly 
at 
the eyes. 
These may increase 
until they become as large as the 
potato itself. 
It is not uncommon 
1 for a num b er of warts to form at 
j different places on a tuber, causing 
j the potato to become a warty mass.

NORMAL EMPLOYMENT. 
Some of the big industrial centers are reporting a 
shortage of labor. One of the United States Employ­ 
ment Bureau superintendents says: 
"We have more 
jobs than we have applicants. 
Unemployment at this 
time is certainly as low as in normal times. 
We 
a particular demand for common and semi-skilled labor. 
There are jobs awaiting men in almost every line. For­ 
merly we had the men,'but no jobs. Conditions are now 
reversed.” 
Such conditions probably exist to a much larger 
extent than most people unfamiliar with the laboi 
market would believe. 
So much has been said about 
dull times that the degree of industrial depression has 
!>oen exaggerated all along in the public mind. Strange­ 
ly enough, conditions seem to have been improving al­ 
most without the public knowing anything about it. 
Two things tend especially to lessen unemployment 
at this time. One is the demand for farm labor, to har­ 
vest the big crops. The other is the growing emigration 
of alien workmen. To these must be added the increas­ 
ing absorption of labor as various industries, little by 
.ittle, return to about normal production. 
---------------------- o---------------------- 
THE AIR SERVICE. 
Congress is fortunately adopting a more liberal 
policy with regard to aviation. The House, voting an 
appropriation of only $15,OOO,OIH) for the naval air ser- 
was made clear that the navy could not get along on less 
than $35,000,000, unless it were to eliminate all progres­ 
sive, experimental, constructive effort and simply con­ 
tinue its present equipment and stand pat on present 
achievement. 
. 
Now similar steps may be taken with the army air 
appropriation. The House committee has cut thatdowm 
to $15,000,000. 
The original estimate of $S6,000,OOO 


seems small enough, when compared with those of the 
other powers. Great Britain is planning to spend $300,- 
000,000 on aviation next year. 
The federal aviation service was long enough a dis­ 
grace to the country. 
It has only lately attained a 
strength and effectiveness in which Americans can take 
any pride or satisfaction. The nation, while naturally 
not disposed to spend money on airplanes at a war-time 
rate, realizes the value of maintaining and developing 
this new mode of transportation, for purposes of war 
and peace alike, and is willing to pay any reasonable 
price. 
-----------------------o-------------- 
Four hundred scientists have met in California to 
discuss earthquakes and the best means of protection 
against them. 
If they’re open to amateur ideas, we 
modestly suggest putting a few bands of re-inforced 
concrete around the earth to strengthen 
and steady it. 
Or if that looks like too much trouble, why not use 
bamboo for building material, as the Japanese do, so 
that a little shaking won’t do any harm.
